On their return, April 9, Mrs. Barnaby 
found a package postmarked Boston, which 
had arrived during her absence.

With best wishes, accept this fine old whisky 
from your friends in the woods.“ Some 
days later both drank some of the liquid 
to allay chills contracted during along drive. 
Shortly after both ladies were taken violently 


ill, and Mrs. Barnaby died an hour after- 


wards, and it was with the greatest effort that 
the physicians succeeded in saving Mrs. Wor- 
rell’s life. The liquor was turned over to Prof.

FTRISCOS GAY GREETING. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON ENTERS THE 


PACIFIC METROPOLIS. 
— 

Brilliant Iiluminations and Fireworks Con- 
tribute Their Aid to the ‘Tumultuous 
Enthusiasm of Thousands of. Cheering 
Citizens and Render the President's 
Visit an Kveht Memorable in the History 
of the Western Coast—Incidents of the 
Trip from Santa Barbara, 

San Francisco, Cal,, April 28.— President 
Harrison was welcomed to San Francisco to- 
night with a greatdisplay of enthusiasm. The 
Presidential train arrived at Oakland about 7 
o’clock and the party were met by a recep- 
tion committee of citizens. Gen. Ruger and 
staff of the regular army and Gen. Dimond 
and staff of the State troops, and escorted to 
the ferry steamer Piedmont. The President 
occupied a position on the upper deek, where 
he obtained a full view of the magnificent dis- 
play made in his honor. , 

The Piedmont did not cross to San Francis- 
co at once, but steamed around the bay slow- 
ly to enable the President to witness the brill- 
iant illuminations on the bay and on the hills 
in the city. As the steamer left the 
wharf at Oakland a signal rocket was sent up 
from the bow and instantly bonfires blazed 
from the twin peaks, Telegraph and California 
street hills, and a dozen other elevated points 
in San Francisco. Long lines of streets 
brilliant with electric lights and red fire were 
also plainly visible from the deck of the 
steamer, 

The marine display was one ofthe most strik- 
ing features of the occasion. The Piedmont 


passed between two long lines of vessels from 


Oakland to San Francisco, ineluding the 
United States cruiser Charleston, several rev- 
enue cutters and coast survey steamers, and a 
number of ocean-going steamers of the China, 
Australian, and other lines. All of these 
vessels, as well as every craft lying at the 
docks on both sides of the bay, were brilliant- 
ly illnminated by red fire and electric lights, 
which displayed their decorations of flags 
and bunting. Salutes were fired from 
shore and from a number of 
merchant vessels as the President approached 
San Francisco. The night was clear, and the 
whole scene as . by the President and 
his party from the upper deck of the steamer 
was a beautiful one. 


Landed in san Francisco. 


The Piedmont arrived at the foot of Market 
street at 8 o’clock, and the crowd which had 
collected there was as great as any ever seen 
in that locality. As the party left the steamer 
cheering was commenced by the several thou- 
sand people in waiting, and was continued 
for several minutes. Upon landing the Presi- 
dent was welcomed by Major Sanderson, and 
the party at once entered carriages and pre- 
pared for the march out Market street to the 
Mechanics’ Pavilion. 

The illuminations along the water front 
near the ferry landing, and in fact all along the 
line of march, were the most brilliant ever 
seen in this city. Hundreds of electric lights 
had been erected temporarily at every 
available point near the ferry and on 
Market street, and in addition to 
these fire-works were displayed continuously 


everywhere. Nearly every building on Market 


street was decorated with flags and bunting 
and long = streqgmers were @retched 
across the street at short inter 
vals. The President and party 
were escorted to the pavilion by a detail of 
mounted -police and three regiments of the 
Second Brigade, California National Guard, 
the latter in command of Gen. Dickin- 
was a dense crowd of 
people on Market street all the way 
from the ferry-landing to the pavilion and the 
President was greeted with great cheering as 
the procession passed along. The street at 
many points was as light as day and the Presi- 
dent was able to see the enthusiastic crowds 
who welcomed him to the city and who 
followed in the rear of the pro- 
cession. The ladies of the party ac- 
companied the procession as far as 
the pavilion and then went to the Palace Ho- 
tel. The crowd in waiting outside of the pa- 
vilion was as great as that along the line of 
march, and the enthusiastic welcome was re- 
newed as the President alighted from his car- 
riage to enter the building, 

The President ee party, accom- 
panied by a military escort, arrived 
at the Mechanics’ Pavilion at 9 
o’clock. Thousands of people assembled 
iu front of the pavilion and were kept in or- 
der by a guard of police and soldiers. The 
immense building, which holds 10,000 people, 
was decorated with bunting. evergreens, and 
electric light displays. The crowd was kept 
outside until the President had entered the 
pavilion, when they flocked in by thousands. 

After the various military organizations had 
entered the building and had formed 
a hollow square, the President, ac- 
companied by Gov.

THEY MUST PAY DOUBLE DUTY. 


A Strained Construction ofthe McKinley 
Bill Applied to Carpets, 

Pr, ape.ruta, Pa., April 21.—Carpet manufact- 
urers and importers are alarmed by the prospect 
of being assessed double duty on the bulk of their 
imports of raw material. This danger confronts 
them as a result of a recent order of the Treasury 
Department, directing the appraisers at the var- 
ious ports to enforce the “sorting clause” of the 
McKinley Tariff law against this class of imports. 
The sorting clause provides that all wools which 
have been sorted or increased in value by the re- 
jection of any ofthe original fleece shall pay 
twice the duty to which they would otherwise be 
subjected, 

This act was originally designed to exclude En- 
glish sorted wools or matchings, but, asit was 
soon discovered that it would apply equally to 
every pound of Australian wools used by Ameri- 
can mills, a provision was inserted in the Tariff 
law exempting Australian skirted wools. When 
the new tariff was framed, carpet or third-class 
wools were changed from the specific to the ad 
valorem basis, and it was émpposed that the latter 
system would sufficiently compensate the Treas- 
ury for any change that might be made in the 
condition of these wools, as the rate was adjusted 
to the value of the fleeces. Neither the manu- 
facturers nor the wool men, in assenting to this 
apparently harmless clause of the McKinley act, 
ever sup that it could be construed to 
warrant doubling of these ad valorem duties; 
but as carpet wools were not actually exem 
itis pro by a strained construction of the 
sorting clause to make them pay double tribute to 
the coffers of the Treasury. Ninety to 9% per cent 
of the wool used by the carpet manufacturers of 
this country is imported.

A BAD BEEF FROM OHIO. 


Causing Trouble for the Department of 
Agriculture with English Authorities. 

Wasaineton, D. C., April 28. On the floor 
of Parliament a few weeks ago one of the 
members stated in a discussion on the ques- 
tion of the introduction of American beef and 
the breaking down of the barrie: erected 
against this product that a vessel from Amer- 
ica had just touched English shores having 
on board two beeves afflicted with pleuro- 
pneumonia. . The Department of Agriculture 
here immediately took the matter up for in- 
vestigation. It was found that the shipment 
in which were the. afflicted cattle was from 
Baltigore. At that point it was denied that 
there were two beeves afflicted, but. only one, 
and instead of its having pleuro-pneumonia it 
had what is known as catarrhal pneumonia, 
which is. not infectious. 

A further investigation of the department 
resulted in the development of the fact that 
the diseased beef was bought in a certain lo- 
cality in Ohio. An inspector has been sent to 
that State to see if there is any pleuro-pneu- 
monia there and to ascertain the facts about 
this particular beef. The incident comes just 
at the time the Agricultural Bureau is trying 
to break down the restrietions imposed on 
American cattle by England and other coun- 
tries, and it.is necessary that the matter should 
be cleared up at once. It is 28 that as 
soon as the inspector makes his report the de- 
partment will make an explanation and refu- 
tation to the English Government. The En- 
glish opponents of the introduction of Ameri- 
can cattle will seize on all such cases as this 
to bolster up their position, and this the de- 
partment 9 and will be prepared for.

A sTRONG- market f in Wall street was helped 
along bya favorable bank statement, and 
prices all around were firm and in man y cases 
advanced, The local market continues strong 
and active. Trading in gas bonds is becom.

Ir did not fare well with the British Home- 
Rule Liberals during the last week. The dis- 
tractions caused by Parnell have hurt them. At 
the two by-elections the Tories won by ma- 
jorities which show the evil effect of Parnell’s 
course. The Liberals did not come near doing 
as well as im 1885. Indeed, they did worse 
in one. of the constituencies than they did 
in the disastrous year of 1886. In the first con- 
test that was settled, the Mid-Oxfordshire one, 
it is true the Tories sprung the election on the 
Liberals while the candidate of the -lat- 
ter was traveling abroad, and at the last 


80 hopeless that the election of the Unionist 
candidate was unopposed. In 1885, however, 
the Liberals won the seat by a majority of 189.

THEJLLINOIS — RAILROAD DOES 
NOT NEED THE FOUR BLOCKS. 

The proposed ‘Lake-Front compromise with 
the Illinois Central includes the surrender by 
the city to the read of the four Michigan ave- 
nue blocks between Randolph and Adams 
streets. The railway says it is necessary that 
it should ‘have this four million dollars’ worth 
of city property, that it cannot get along 
without it, that it must have it for depot pur- 
poses, and that nothing else will answer. 

Is that so? Are she needs of the railroad so 
peculiar and urgent that the city must make a 
free gift to it of land worth four millions now 
and portions of which are in daily use by 
cifizens of Chicago? Af examination of the 

will convince any ‘reasonable man 
that such is not the case and that it would be 
better for the railroad not to carry its depot as 
far west as Michigan avenue, as it proposes to 
do. R * 0 8 " 

The boundary of the holdings of the Illinois 
Central north of Randolph is a narrow street 
called Central avenue which runs in front of its 
present depot. The proper thing to be done is to 
} widen and extend that street southward as far 
as Adams, The ground needed can be taken 
from the right of way of the railroad which it 
proposes to vacate. The width, however, 
| should be much greater than that north of 
Randolph. It may be 100 or even 200 feet 
wide, if the railroad prefers it. Then let the 
company construct the new grand depot which 
is to accommodate itself, the Michigan Cen- 
tral, and the three other roads for which it will 
have room when it gets fifty acres and its 300 
foot right of way just east of this Central 
avenue extension. The Illinois Central com-

Elsewhere we print the full text of the grace- 
ful and eloquent tribute which George Will- 
iam Curtis paid to Theodore Thomas on the 
occasion of the testimonial banquet given to 
him fast Wednesday evening by his New York 
friends at Delmonico’s. - Mr. Curtis is always 
polished and graceful in his utterances, but was 


-monial was a notable one. Around the tables 
were gathered the most prominent representa- 
tives of music, the drama, art, the press, and 


great conductor who made New York at one 


a noble and permanent work in educatimg the 
people of this country to higher musical 
standards, because, as Mr. Curtis well said, 
“of the dignity of his high career, its absolute 
fidelity to a high ideal, its total freedom from 
charlatanry of every kind. 

Other notable speeches were made upon 
this occasion by Parke Godwin, William 
Steinway, Andrew Carnegie, Montgomery 
Schuyler, and the Rev, Arthur Brooks, and 
eloquent letters of regret from Jesse Selig- 
man, Carl Schurz, and Bishop Potter were 
| read. It is noticeable that while Mr. Curtis 
spoke of Chicago in the most complimentary 
manner some of the others had to have their 
little fling at us. Mr. Godwin regretted -that 
it was necessary for him to come here to 
“ civilize the lake-dwellers, but if Thomas 
remained, who was to accomplish that great 
purpose?” Bishop Potter wrote that his only 
compensatory thought in Mr. Thomas’ de- 
parture was that Chicago saddled with the 
illimitable -in:possibilities of its great Fair 
was entitled to some sort of compensation, 
and, Thomas bem there, it would give other 
New-Yorkers some inducement to go there 
also.” 

Chicago had its friend and representative at 
this banquet, however. Mr. Thomas is noted 
for his bluntness of speech and his faculty for 
putting the truth in a nutshell. As he was in 
the company of friends he violated no canon 
of etiquette in doing so upon this occasion. In 
his reply to Mr. Curtis he touched upon the 
earlier history of music in New York City and 
paid a warm tribute to Carl Bergmann as the 
first man in this country who set the 
artistic basis in music which we recog- 
nize today. But, Mr. Thomas pertinently 
and sarcastically remarked, “‘ Mr. Bergmann 
went all to pieces. because New York did not 
support him and he had no Chicago to go to.“ 
In these few words Mr. Thomas not only told 
the story of the lamented Bergmann’s career 
but of his own also, with this exception, that 
while New York has not supported him as it 
should and as he deserved, he has a Chicago 
to come to. It was a merited rebuke for 
New York and a delicate but hearty 
compliment for Chicago which Chicago 
will appreciate. One paper in New 
York, the Prening Post, recognizes the 
point of Mr. Thomas’ speech when it says: 
“So far as words can go to reward Mr. 
Thomas for his services und to convince him 
of the appreciation which New York has of 
the beneficent value of his work, these tributes 
leave nothing to be desired. Jt is both a 
shame and a pity, however, that for other 
aid than words in his work he must go to 
another, smaller, and less rich but more pub- 
lic-spirited city. The Post echoes Mr. 
Thomas’ sentiments and recognizes the truth 
of his rebuke. Others will yet do so in that 
same city and with all the more force when 
they shall be obliged to come to Chicago if 
they would hear the best music in the country. 


WHERE ARE THE TEN TRIBES! 

The idea that the ancient Britons are a part 
tf not all that remains of the “lost” ten 
tribes ot Israel was advanced several years 
ago, without attracting much attention. Re- 
cently the argument has been revived, and the 
Jewish people themselves seem inclined to 
„take considerable stock in it. Some of 
their number are ransacking the pages of sa- 
cred and profane history, and others studying 
comparative philology in the hope of finding 
more hgtit on the subject. Still others have 
sought a demonstration by comparing Anglo- 
Saxon laws and customs with those of the Is- 
raelites, and a few think they can read some- 
thing of the same sort in the prophetic books 
of the Old Testament. 

A celebrated Hebrew scholar said recently 
“if you wish to study Hebrew learn Welsh 
first, and others have claimed to trace out a 
close similarity between the older speech of 
the men of Devon and Cornwall and that of 
the Israelites. R, Govett has written a work 
entitled English Derived from Hebrew 
(meaning the Celtic tongue, we suppose), and 
Mr. Rodocky of this city was recently stated 
in the literary column of Tun Trrsunz to have 
in press a work of like object. The latter 
claims to be able to trace Hebrew similarities, 
if not complete derivations, for most of the 
irregular verbs of the ancient English lan- 
guage. It should, however, be said that the 
connection claimed is one of roots and not of 
grammatical inflection, while the latter is in- 
sisted on by Max Maller and his school as the 
real test of linguistic affiliation.

BEN BUTLER AND THE JUDGE. 

The New York Sun contains a dispatch from 
Providence, R. I., which gives the first clew to 
the extraordinary treatment of Ben Butler by 
Judge Carpenter of the United States Circuit 
Court of Massachusetts, It will be recalled 
that Butler appéared in court as the repre- 
sentative of Mra. Claretta E. Johnson, who 
was tried recently for perjary before Judge 
Carpenter, and that when the motion for ar- 
rest of judgment came up the Judge would 
not listen to him. When he announced him- 
self as ready to begin his argument the court 
notified the Marghal that he was disorderly 
and ordered his removal. Butler protested, 
but the Marshal ‘was compelled to obey the 
order and led the old lawyer out of the court- 
room. Later in theday,when Mrs. Johnson was 
brought before the court, she informed Judge 
Carpenter that she had no other counsel than 
Butler, whereupon she was informed that he 
could not appear in that court. In the end the 
Judge imposed upon the prisoner a fine of $10 
and imprisonment for six months. 

The dispatch referred to above throws some 
light upon the action of Judge Carpenter 
which certainly needs explanation if it is not 
to be set down as a gross outrage upon the 
rights of attorneys in court. It appears that 
when Judge Carpenter was upon the Rhode 
Island Supreme Bench Gen. Butler was one of 
the counsel in the famous Sprague litigation 
and made an attack upon the mental caliber 
of the five Supreme Court Judges. The other 
four paid little attention to it, but Judge Car- 
penter especially chafed under it and it ap- 
pears has not forgotten it. This, however, 
was some years ago. Judge Carpenter is now 
in another court in the Eastern District of 
Massachusetts in which Butler has been regu- 
larly admitted to practice. As he has not 
been disbarred or suspended from such prac- 
tice, and as he had committed no act of dis- 
respect or shown any lack of courtesy to the 
court it would have been more in keeping for 
Judge Carpenter to have waited for some 
breach of decorum before proceeding to order 
his removal, which -only betrays his personal 
fear of a repetition of the caustic comments. 
It would have been time for the court to pro- 
tect itself, however, when the emergency 
came. Under the law as laid down by the 
Federũl Supreme Court itself he was bound to 
hear him so long as he was respectful and con- 
fined himself to the argument on the pending 
motion, and his client had the right to his 
services, The Supreme Court thus decided in 
the Garland case: 

The attorney and counselor being by the sol- 
emn judicial act of the court clothed with his 
office does not hold it as a matter of grace or favor. 
The right which it confers upon him to appear 
for suitors and to argue causes is something moré 
than a mere indutgence, revokable at the pleas- 
ure of the oourt or at the command of the Legis- 
lature. Itis aright of which he can only be de 
prived by the judgment of a court for moral or 

professional delinquency. 

Gen. Butler had been neither morally nor 
professionally delinquent. The action of the 
court therefore was merely inspired by a feel- 
ing of spite for a disrespectful opinion years 
ago of the members of another court, of whom 
Judge Carpenter was one, or the fear of its 
repetition. The General, however, will have 
the last word. He is writing a book for the 
express purpose of getting even with his 
numerous enemies. It may be safely inferred 
that Judge Carpenter will occupy a conspicu- 
ous place in what promises to be one of the 
most famous books of the year. 


CAUSE OF MEN AND HORSES GETTING 
OUT OF BREATH. 

A recently issued number of the Interna- 
tional Scientific Series treats of the physiology 
of bodily exercise by Lagrange, and perhaps 
its most interesting chapters are those show- 
ing how and why breathlessness occurs in man 
and the lower animals; how overexertion 
causes them to drop down in a swoon, and 
often to die. The phenomenon is explained 
to be a direct consequence of the formation of 
carbonic acid gas in the Jungs in larger quan- 
tities than can be got rid of by respiration at 
the moment. 

It is not, as generally supposed, an inability 
to take in air as fast as needed by the animal 
economy—the man or the horse—inspiratior 
being often more active as a result of violent 
exercise, but the difficulty of respiring or send- 
ing out air from the lungs. 

All muscular movements are W at 
the expense of combustion of fat and a change 
of tissue, and the greater the muscular exer- 
tion by running or otherwise the more rapid 
is the physiological change. The decomposed 
particles are taken up by the venous part of 
the blood circulation and carried to the lungs, 
where the fat or carbon combines chemically 
with the oxygen of the air inspired and is then 
‘@xpelled by the act of respiration or out- 
breathing. Under normal conditions these 
two processes are so nearly balanced as to be 
performed not only without trouble, but with- 
out thought. But extra effort loads the latter 
with an extra responsibility. This is especial- 
ly onerous and conspicuous in running or 
jumping by a man, or galloping by a horse 
with a man on its back or a wagon behind it, 
as then the whole weight of the animal’s body 
is super-rapidly transferred from place to place 
by a series of lifts or leaps in opposition to the 
force of gravity. Man discharges three times 
as much carbonic acid while running rapidly 
as when sitting, and six times as much as dur- 
ing sleep. Of course the lungs are not called 
upon to get rid of the whole accumulation of 
the carbonic acid gas by exercise. It is well 
known that the excretory function of the skin 
is also stimulated to greater activity. But 
the lungs have a very important part of the 
work to perform, and if not able to throw off 
the whole of it, either at the moment or

Wuar is the matter with the date of the 
Jewish Pesach,” or Passover? It falls this 
year nearly a month later than Easter, while 
a good many centuries ago it was a burning 
question in the church whether Easter should 
be celebrated at practically the same time as 
the Passover, or not till a week afterwards, 
The anomalous condition this year is explain- 
able by reference to the fact that the Hebrew 
reekoning 18 continued on the old-fashioned 
lines, while the Christian has been modified to 
fit a more exact knowledge of the mean mo- 
tions of the luminaries than was possessed by 
the ecclesiastics of many years ago. The 
Jewish year consists sometimes of tweive and 
at others of thirteen lunations of twenty-nine 
and one-half days. In the latter case the odd 
month is inserted after the sixth, pushing the 
next, or Nisan, into the eighth place. That 
is the case this time. The current Jewish 
year began September 15, and by the rule the 
Passover falls seven and a half lunations 
later—namely: on the 15th of Nisan. The 
original intention was to have the Passover 
celebrated closely after the full moon that 
next follows the vernal equinox, but the dates 
for both are fixed by an old rule which is based 
on the idea that nineteen solar years are ex- 
actly equal toa given number of lunations, 
which is not the case. 


Or the many strikes which have occurred in 
this country that.of the skilled mechanics of | 
the Richmond (Va.) Locomotive and Machine 
Works is the most causeless, arbitrary, and un- 
just. The issue as set forth by these men is 
that the skilled mechanics shall themselves 
have the right to determine who shall be

The men 
who have taken this absurd and dangerous 
position may be skilled mechanics but they 
are not skilled in knowledge of the law and of 
the rights of individuals and corporations. 
If they persist.in this demand they should be 
summarily dismiseed from their positions. 
There should be no compromise with them.

STORY OFT THE HEATHEN CHINEE.” 


A Californian Reads Between the Lines and 
Gives Some Interesting Facts. 

„Ever hear the application of Bret Harte’s 
‘Heathen Chinee’? ’”’ asked Capt. J. T. Smith 
of San Francisco. There's a story behind 
it that I don’t believe one Easterner in a 
thousand knows, although it’s pretty well un- 
derstood on the coast. Good poem in itself, 
of course, but its instantaneous hit in the 
West was due to the story between the lines. 

Lou remember the tale, of course—how a 
Chinaman was being done up in a euchre 
game until he got onto the angle, so to speak, 
and began to hold out cards on the pair. And 
then :

Now let me give you the story. When the 
famous Six Companies of San Francisco began 
importing Chinamen they went to mantfact- 
urers and offered to sell their labor. They’d 
work ten, twelye, fifteen hours a day for about 
50 cents a day. 

Well, that was too good a thing for the 
manufacturers to overlook. They were pay- 
ing $3 and $4 a day for white labor and here 
was a chance for them to increase their profits 
by decreasing their expenses. They made ar- 
rangements with the S:x Companies and began 
putting Chinamen into their factories. The 
Chinamen were really farmed out like slaves, 
being entirely in the power of the Six Com- 
panies. . 

There was no cry of Chinese cheap labor 
then except from a few workinen. The man- 
ufacturers were satisfied ; they had the best of

Meissonier has bequeathed to the National Mu- 
seum of France one of his best works L’At- 
tente ’’—also a small composition which he con- 
sidered to be one of his most original works. In 
his will he of them April 4, 1879: I have 
never wished t@ sell, at whatever price has been 
offered, this little picture which was exhibited 
under the title of ‘L’Attente’ and represents a 
man looking out of a window. It was exhibited 
under the same title in the Universal Exhibition 
of 1867. I always thought the Louvre would ac-. 
cept it and I bequeath it to the Louvre today. I 
would like also to offer an unfinished picture 
which I have never wished to complete. It is a

Hebert, the director of the French Government 
Art School in Rome. and the young men who have 
received the Prix de Rome much unpleasant- 
ness, which is said to have started from the fact 
that at her first reception at court Mme. Hebert, 
who is of German origin, was so wanting in tact 
as to address the Queen in her native tongue. Her 
Majesty, naturally surprised, reproved her by an- 
swering in pure French. The incident became 
known to the students, who did not hesitate to 
show. their displeasure, and affairs have now 
reached a point where it has become necessary to 
appoint a new director. 

August -Zeller of Philadelphia, who modeled 
statues recalling the Civil War at Gettysburg and 
Lancaster, has lately entered the Beaux-Arts, 
where he is under the tuition of M. Thomas.

Now 
the question is, Did not that woman secure a 
tenant at more than the house was worth with 
the plumbing in that condition under 
pretenses, and can there be an injunction 
served upon her to compel her to leave us in 
possession until the time for which we rented 
the house expires?

ADVICE FOR ALL TENANTS. 


They Should Be as Bold and Exacting as 
the Agents, 

I intend to move because I will not submit 
to the rapacious grind and hoggishness of the 
owner and pay $3 per month more rent when 
I have been paying to much heretofore. There 
are only two of us, no children, very little 
company, so the flat is nearly as good after 
we have occupied it a year as it was when we 
went into it and we have paid $27 per month 
for five rooms. ‘The flat is finished in the very 
cheapest soft wood, cheap door trimmings, 
cheap, poor plumbing, cheap mantels, in fact 
a cheap concern all the way through, and it is 
four miles from the court-house. I have oc- 
cupied it one and one-half years, always paid 
tue rent at the minute, never called for any re- 

airs, and am a desirable tenant every way. 

t will cost me more than the extra rent want- 
ed to move, but there is no reason for this 
advance in rent and I refuse to be 
“skinned.” Tenants don’t seem to have 
any rights that owners and agents are 
— to respect. They seem to think a 
renter is a sort of beggar to be at their mercy, 
and that they are dojng him a favor to let him 
have a flat at an outrageous price. They talk 
to you as theugh you were an escaped convict 
when you apply for a lease, ask you the most 
absurd and insulting questions as long as you 
will stand it, but haul in their horns when the 
find out that you don’t have to stand it. i 
answered all these questions, furnished firat- 
class references, and when the agent got 
through I said:

istied. Now I propose to ask you some ques- 
tions. Will you please give me some refer- 
ences?

I understand that the average salary 
or our 6,000 Presbyterian ministers is from

burdens. ere is constant entertaining of 
alt sorts of people, regarded as a duty.

WEARING DEAD WOMEN’S CLOTHES, 


Society People Decked Out in the Ward- 
robes of Their Dead Friends, 

New York Letter in the Richmond Times: 
What becomes of the clothes of the dead? is a 
question that has disturbed many an inquiring 
mind. Years ago the custom was to mention 
in the will who should receive such and such 
articles, just the same as the person was men- 
tioned who was to receive the silver gilt tea- 
pot or the second best bedstead. The furs, 
laces, brocades, and body linen were divid- 
ed among the nearest kin and the plainer 
and more worn things were given to old fam- 
ily servants or poor relations. Laces are the 
only things that are 1 nowadays. 
Mrs. John Jacob Astor képt to the old custom. 
The heirs of Mrs. A. T. Stewart adopted the 
usual course when they sold her 
wardrobe to thesecond-hand dealers. Though 
little was said about it at the time a good 
many society women took occasion to pur- 
chase certain things through the dealers, such 
as handkerchiefs, stockings, silk underwear, 
and gloves, and which, ot course, they got for 
very little money. 

On Fifth avenue there is quite an imposing- 
looking establishment run by a woman, who 
makes the buying of dead women’s wardrobes 
a business, and is making a fortune at it. 
Her customers are ignorant of the sources of 
her supplies. She is presumably an im- 
porter, and to bear out this reputation 
she has both English and French packing 
cases in which she puts many of her goods 
and sells them as new. takes the 
entire wardrobe, bad, and indifferent, 
The garments are sorted over carefully. 
The new ones or those that have an imported 
look are packed into foreign cases, and she 
disposes of them very readily among her rich 
patrons. Sometimes has customers that 
say to her: “I want to find something—stock- 
ings, gloves, or what not, like some I saw Mrs. 
have. See if you can find me some.“ 
The dealer in a short time will send her a note 
saying she has something very similar to 
what she asked for. The dealer had bought 
Mrs. Blank’s wardrobe when she died so she 
could easily supply the demand. The good 
dresses are disposed of to dressmakers, who 
dispose of to out-of-town customers. 
The dealer has also a list of customers who 
are perfectly familiar with the real nature of 
her trade. They are mostly women who are 
struggling to keep their places in society with 
a lean purse and a great desire to keep up 
appearances. They keep the run of her 
place and get bargains, use, though the 
things they buy are somewhat worn, they are 


worth the mouey for the good Parisian 
style and cut. buy from her black 
and inconspicuous gowns are like 


those worn by a half-dozen other women and 
are not likely to be recognized, and some 
times they have them made over at home, 
and buy them for the sake of the good ma- 
terial. The wornout and shabby clothes, bon- 
nets, shoes, and general belongmgs are dis. 
of tothe second-hand dealers on the 

wery. And so all the pretty frills and 
fancies of the dear dead women of our house- 
holds become scattered to the four winds, 
worn by her friends, her enemies, her serv- 
ants, and strangers whom in life she would 
have turned her eyes away from as she passed.

At the Mercy of the Publisher. 

AChicago author tells the following: The 
writer would prefer to get a royalty from his 
work if he had any assurance that he was not get- 
ting the worst of it. But heis absolutely at the 
mercy of the publisher when he relies on royalty. 
I do not mean to say that there are no honest 
publishers, but I find a striking similarity among 
the people whom I meet when their own interests 
come up. I put one of my novels into the hands 
of a certain publisher and relied upon his honor. 
I was to get a good royalty. Thesales of the book 
dragged for more than a year. I discovered a few 
months since that 10,000 copies had been sold of 
which [had no return. I asked the publisher 
what it meant, and he attempted to explain 
it by saying that the books had been left with the 
book dealers who had sold them and failed to re 
port the same. It seems to me that is a poor ex- 
cuse. The difficulty is that few literary men have 
any business sense, and the shrewd publisher 
knows this. Thesafest thing for the writer is to 
sell his manuscript if he can get a decent price 
for it. He then knows what he has and there is 
nothing more to be done. He may not make 
as much as he would on the royalty plan, pro- 
vided the publisher would carry fair, but he 
knows what he is doing.“
